Mr. Murridge’s confidence was «njoved, to 
acertain exten, by a yonnz lady named 
Norah Croan, who called herself hie private 
secretary. He called her brs clerk. but it 
msde no difference in the salary, which re 
maimed at the same ficure as that enjoyed by 
Dick, namely. seventy-five ponads a year. 
But he did next to nothing for the money, 
and she did the work of tiiree men. being as 
sharp, clever, industrious and zealousa zirlas
